He summarized the invention as a one-piece CMP retaining ring that is able to provide a greater flatness 
because it is comprised of a composite material (non metal) that is less rigid and thus more flexible that the 
conventional retaining ring that use a metal to construct a retaining ring. Mr. Anastassi focuses the examiner to the 
language in the claim that requires that the ring be mounted to a fixture that simulates the CMP machine wherein the 
ring will ultimately be used. This simulation pre-mount step is different from the conventional ring manufacturing 
methods wherein the rings are machined in place. The examiner noted that the term machined was used through claim

make planar or threading so as to form the ID and OD of the ring. The examiner noted that the emphasis on type of 
material used is not addressed in the claims and questioned if the invention was summarized by two main points that 
the ring is less rigid than the conventional (not yet claimed) and that the ring is mounted to a simulated carrier prior to 
its mounted on the real carrier..
